the Nation's Youth 


You can blame tho West Point 


< scholarship scandal—in which 90 


cadets have been dismissed 
for 


cheating in examinations—on 
the 


egotism of the military-naval of- 
ficer caste system. They operate 
a their academics on the so-called 
Iff honor system because these parti- 


culal- youngsters are supposed to 
be if 
not super-human 
at least 


something special. 


But tho honor system won't work, 


among youngsters fighting to get 
a degree and start a career—any 
more than private business can op- 
erate without a system of checks 
and balances and auditors. 


A generation ago someone dream- 


ed up the idea that if left to their 
own devices students would turn 
in the cheaters 
volutarrily. 
The 


idea has developed a long and uni- 
form history of disaster. 


I saw the honor system at work 


myself 
in one of the 
best and 


toughest colleges in America, Ober- 
lin, in Ohio. There the students 
did turn the cheaters over to the 
faculty for punishment and expul- 
sion. But it was incredibly hard to 
do—and finally Oberlin dropped the 
student monitor system for facul- 
(•ty supervision of exams. 


I feel Oberlin did the wise thing. 


West Point would have been a lot 
better 
off had it abandoned 
its 


own silly pretenses long ago. 


If grown men have to be sur- 


rounded by checks and balances 
and auditors to keep 'em in thtc 
groove, how do you expect stu- 
dents to be otherwise? Certainly 
the business of completing his edu- 
cation is as important to a student 
as making money is to his father; 
and the rules by which both are 
acquired 
are hard 
and fixed—

new building controls order, free- 
ing many smaller projects from 
the necessity of seeking permission 
for materials, was announced to- 
day by the U. S. commerce de- 
partment.

or more. Their 
experiences,

said, were the same as his. Final- 
ly he wrote a book and called it 
"an experiment with time." 


I hadn't thought about the book 


in many years until the o t h e r 
night in a theatre. Suddenly, tha 
scene seemed intensely familiar, 
the players, the setting and 
the 


atmosphere. And I knew, before 
they were spoken, what the next 
four or five lines of d i a l o g u e 
would contain. They did, word for 
word.
